tions, from which it was to attain a position which would consti- 
tute it the medium of literary intercourse for all European nations, and 
would render accessible to each people the literature of every other. 
seemed to be the right place for a business so extensive in 
its relations: a branch was to be established in London as a support. 
But Perthes had not resources for carrying out so great a plan without 
assistance. He felt keenly the want of the necessary information, and 
more keenly still the inadequacy of his education—a want not then to 
be supplied. He looked around for help, and, found it in John Henry 
Besser, who, from this period, may be regarded, both in joy and in sor- 
row, as his truest and most confidential friend, and who shortly became 
by marriage with his sister, a near and much loved connexion. 

The partnership then formed continued, with various fluctuations 
of fortune in its business relations, and entirely undisturbed in its social 
harmony, until 1822, when Perthes established himself in Gotha asa 
publisher, resigning the Hamburgh business to Besser, to whom he thus 
wrote on retiring from the old firm. 

“We have now, dear brother, worked together for a quarter of 
& century, carrying on one and the same concern in troublous times. 
Not once have we taken different views as to ‘meum and tuum;’ 
hot for one moment during all those years have we ever felt it 
possible to waver in our mutual confidence. Let us thank God that at 
the hour of parting, that confidence is as firm and pure as it has been 
during our long-associated life. Such happiness in such degree is 
vouchsafed to few.” 

In his new position he displayed the same traits of character which 
had always distinguished him. His abilities were generally and warmly 
recognized by the first minds of Germany, and in his own person the 
profession in which he was engaged was elevated and ennobled. During 
the troublous times of 1813 Perthes had taken an active and patriotic 
woke behalf of his country, and was consequently persecuted by the 

ch, who for some time were in power. His material business inter- 
ésts suffered severely, and he found upon recovering the wreck of his 
property a most disastrous state of affairs. Besser, his eccentric but in- 
telligent partner, had efficiently aided in preserving as much as possible 
Of the valuable stock, which had been partly confiscated, and the two 
together took hold manfully of what remained, determined to regain 
their old position, and, with a little forbearance on the part of creditors, 
to discharge all their obligations. In this they succeeded. 

We have not designed to give a history of his life, except as it illus- 
trated the condition of the German bookselling business, and as that 
business was affected by him—to show how a fine harmony can exist 
between the active and profitable prosecution of that calling, and the 
severest morals and highest aspirations; how, practically, and, to some 
extent. within the scope of every man’s ability, it may be made an in- 
strument of great good, and also to show that as a mere trade, judged 
by its influence and- requirements, it is second to none in importance. 

e study of the life of Perthes will effectually dispose of that casuistry 
which refuses to acknowledge a deep and searching responsibility for 
the exercise of our influence as principals or mediums, directly or indi- 


Parthes was on confidential and friendly terms with almost all the 
authors with whom he had any permanent connexion. The countless 
letters which he wrote in his professional character are of a singularly 
mixed character, revealing the experienced man of business conscious of 
his own capacity—the layman who takes an intelligent and lively inter- 
est in the subject while deferring to the superior knowledge of the 
author—the man of cultivation and refinement, who, as an equal, deals 
with equals. His correspondence with so many theologians and his- 
torians of different grades throughout Germany will afford to posterity 
a better insight into the nature of our present time than they could gain 
from any printed books or archives. To many of the younger members 
of the corps of learned men Perthes was a most liberal helper, and 
almost all reposed implicit trust in him as to financial arrangements. 
Indeed, when any exception arose to this rule, he would at once break 
off all further negotiations, without regard to the name of the author or 
to the loss he might himself incur. 

Not less were the esteem and confidence felt for Perthes by his pro- 








fessional brethren. Frommann wrote. at a later period: “* No one ever 
occupied so prominent a position amongst us, or influenced the book. 
trade as a whole, and its individual members, so powerfully as he.” He 
was always ready to assist the efforts of young men towards success ang 


independence; and many of them will thankfully concur in the 


publicly spoken by one of their number: “From the moment that I seg 
my foot upon his threshold, Perthes did me great good and good only, 
and in the highest sense of the word proved himself a fatherly friend, 
May his spirit and his example continue to influence us, and the 
of his life encourage the young men amongst us faithfully to devote 
their means and energies to the higher interests of our calling.” 

Throughout his life, as we have seen, Perthes looked upon the book- 
trade in Germany as a national concern, and considered all its members 
as component parts of one great whole. He had long held its earlier 
external connexion to be inadequate, and the impetus given to it singe 
the war, seemed to him to demand new arrangements. When, there- 
fore, in Easter 1823, the old system seemed on the point of falling 
through, Perthes stirred up his brothers of the guild, by word and let- 
ter, to retain Leipsic as the centre of the book-trade, and to chooseg 
deputation authorized to see to the common welfare. In consequence 
of this, as it appears, in 1824, nearly two hundred booksellers assem- 
bled, and in 1825, formed themselves into a society, which, year by 
year, increased both as to the number and importance of its members, 
The formation of a national guild of this kind was, indeed, a remarkable 
phenomenon in the nineteenth century. Perthes warmly devoted him- 
self to it, considering that it behoved each individual to preserve its 
high charaeter, to add to its moral weight, and to help to increase its 
general activity and ways and means. He had, indeed, much in his 
power, beyond that possessed by others. When, in 1827, an immoral 
book was published and circulated by a German bookseller, he stood 
forward in the midst of the assembly of two hundred, and declared, 
that the honor of the national book-trade was sullied by such a prodnue- 
tion, that the publisher of such a work was a most dangerous character, 
and that every bookseller’s shop was degraded by the mere supposition 
of circulating the book. Further, he demanded that the work should 
be condemned in the name of the German book-trade, and that all 
copies of it on which they could lay their hands should be publicly torn, 
“If this,” said he, “ were done in every similar case, such shameless 
audacity would be repressed, the honor of the national book-trade 
would be upheld, and great mischief averted.” The accused was him- 
self present. For a moment all were silent, struck with the sense of 
their responsibilities, the next all agreed, and on the following day the 
procurable copies were formally and solemnly destroyed. Perthes him- 
self was prosecuted, in consequence, by the publisher in question, but he 
was acquitted. 

He continued during life to take a prominent part in all matters, re 
lating to the German book-trade, and initiated many valuable measures, 
In 1848, this really able and excellent man died, leaving a sweet and 
pleasant memory fragrant with the grateful odors that flow from a good 
life, a memory which shall survive and be strong in influence, long after 
many of the world’s heroes have passed from the remembrance of men,

SCRIBES, BOOKSELLERS, AND LIBRARIES IN THE MIDDLE AGES 
From “ Bibliomania in the Middle Ages.” 


In most monasteries there were two kind of Scriptoria, or writing 
offices; for in addition to the large and general apartment used for the 
transcription of church books and manuscripts for the library, there 
were also several smaller ones occupied by the superiors and the more 
learned members of the community, as closets for private devotion and 
study. Thus we read, that in the Cistercian orders there were places 
set apart for the transcription of books called Scriptoria, or cells as 
signed to the scribes, “separate from each other,” where the books 
might be transcribed in the strictest silence, according to the holy rules 
of their founders. These little cells were usually situated in the most 
retired part of the monastery, and were probably incapable of accom 
modating more than one or two persons; dull and comfortless places, 
no doubt, yet they were deemed great luxuries, and the use of them 
only granted to such as became distinguighed for their piety or erudi- 
tion. We read that when David went to the Isle of Wight, to Paulinus, 
to receive his education, he used to sup in the Refectory, but hada 
Scriptorium, or study, in his cell, being a famous scribe. The aged 
monks, who often lived in these little offices, separate from the rest of 
the scribes, were not expected to work so arduously as the rest. _ Their 
employment was comparatively easy; nor were they compelled te 
work so long as those in the cloister. i 
Tangmar’s Life of St. Bernward, which would lead us to suspect that 
private individuals possessed Scriptoria; for, says he, there are Serips 
toria not only in the monasteries but in other places, in which are coms 
ceived books equa! to the divine works of the philosophers. The Serip 
torium of the monastery in which the general business of a literary

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was transacted, was an apartment far more extensive and com- 
modious, fitted up with forms and desks methodically arranged, so as 
to contain conveniently a great number of copyists. In some of the 
monasteries and cathedrals, they had long ranges of seats one after 
another, at which were seated the scribes, one well versed in the sub- 

on which the book treated, recited from the copy whilst they 
wrote; so that, on a word being given ont by him, it was copied by 
all. The maltiplication of manuscripts, under such a system as this, 
must have been immense; but they did not always make books, fecit 
libros, as they called it, in this wholesale manner, but each monk dili- 
gently labored at the transcription of a separate work. 

The amount of labor carried on in the Scriptorium, of course, in 
many cases depended upon the revenues of the abbey, and the disposi- 
tion of the abbot; but this was not always the case, as in some mon- 
asteries they underf®ok the transcription of books as a matter of com- 
merce, and added broad lands to their house by the industry of their 

ns. But the Scriptorium was frequently supported by resources solely 
applicable to its use. Laymen, who had a taste for literature, or who 
entertained an esteem for it in others, often, at their death, bequeathed 
estates for the support of the monastic Scriptoria. Robert, one of the 
Norman leaders, gave two parts of the tythes of Hatficld, and the 
hes of Redburn, for the support of the Scriptorium of St. Alban’s. 

e one belonging to the monastery of St. Edmundsbury was endowed 
with two mills, and in the church of Ely there is a charter of Bishop 
Nigellus, granting to the Scriptorium of the monastery the tythes of 
Wythessey and Impitor, two parts of the tythes of the Lordship of 
Pampesward, with 2s, 2d., and a messuage in Ely, ad faciendos et eman- 








dandos libros. 

The abbot superintended the management of the Scriptorium, and | 
decided upon the hours for their labor, during which time they were 
ordered to work with unremitting diligence, “not leaving to go and | 
wander in idleness,” but to attend solely to the business of trauscribing. | 
To prevent detraction or interruption, no one was allowed to enter ex- | 
eept the abbot, the prior, the sub-prior, and the armarian; as the latter 
took charge of all the materials and implements used by the tran- 
scribers, it was his duty to prepare and give them out when required; 
he made the ink, and cut the parchment ready for use. He was strictly 
enjoined, however, to exercise the greatest economy in supplying these 
precious materials, and not to give more copies “ nec artavos, nec cul- 
tellos, nec scarpella, nec membranes,” than was actually necessary, or 
than he had computed as sufficient for the work ; and what the arma 
rim gave them the monks were to receive without contradiction or 
contention. 

The ‘utmost silence prevailed in the Scriptorium, rules were framed, 
and written admonitions hung on the walls, to enforce the greatest care 
and diligence in copying exactly from the originals. In Aleuin’s works, 
we find one of these preserved; it is a piece inscribed, “Ad Museum 
libros seribentinm.” 

Other means were resorted to besides these to preserve the text of 
their books immaculate; it was a common practice for the scribe, at 
the end of his copy, to adjure all who transcribed from it to use the 
greatest care, and to refrain from the least alteration of word or sense. 
Authors more especially followed this course; thus at the end of some 
we find such injunctions as this: 

“T adjure you who shall transcribe this book, by our Lord Jesus 
Christ and by His glorious coming, who will come to judge the quick 
and the dead, that you compare what you transcribe, and diligently 
correct it by the copy from which you transcribe it—this adjuration 

and insert it in your copy.” 

The Consuetudines Canonicorum, before referred to, also particn- 
larly impressed this upon the monks, and directed that all the brothers 
who were engaged as scribes, were not to alter any writing, although 
in their own mind they might think it proper, without first receiving 

@ sanction of the abbot, “‘on no account were they to commit so great 
@ presumption.” But notwithstanding that the scribes were thus en- 
joined to use the utmost care in copying books, doubtless an occasional 
error crept in, which many causes might have produced, such as bad 
light, haste, a little drowsiness, imperfect sight, or even a flickering 

P; Was sufficient to produce some trivial error; but in works of im- 
portance the smallest error is of consequence, as some future scribe, puz- 
zled by the blunder, zx:ight, in an attempt to correct, still more augment 
the imperfection; to guard against this, with respect to the Scriptures, 
the most critical care was enforced. Monks advanced in age were alone 
allowed to transcribe them, and after their completion they were read, 
revised, and re-read again, and it is by that means that so uniform a 
reading has been preserved; and although slight differences may here 
and there occur, there are no books which have traversed through the 
Shadows of the dark ages that preserve their original text so pure and 
uncorrupt as the copies of the Scriptures, the Fathers of the Church, 
and the ancient writings of the classic authors; sometimes, it is true, 
# manuscript of the last order is discovered possessing a very different 
reading in some particular passage; but these appear rather as futile 





downright blunder, and are easily perceivable; for when the 
churchmen tampered with ancient copies, it generally 

desire to smooth over the indecencies of the heathen au 80 
render them less liable to corrupt the holy contemplations of the deyo- 
tee; and while we blame the pious fraud, we cannot but respect the 
motive that dictated it. : 

But as regards the Scriptures, we talk of the carelessness of the 
monks and the interpolations of the scribes as if these were faults pecu- 
liar to the monastic ages alone; alas! the history of Biblical transmis- 
sion tells us differently, the gross perversions, omissions, and errors 
wrought in the holy text, proclaim how prevalent these same faults 
have been in the ages of printed literature, and which appear more 
palpable by being produced amidst deep scholars, and surrounded with 
all the critical acumen of a learned age. Five or six thousand of 
gross blunders, or these wilful mutilations, protest the unpleasant 
and show how much of human grossness it has acquired, and how be- 
smeared with corruption those sacred pages have become in passing 
through the hands of man, and the “revisings” of sectarian minds, 
am tempted to illustrate this by an anecdote related by Sir Nicholas 
L’Estrange of Hunstanton, and preserved in a MS. in the Harleian éol- 
lection: —* Dr. Usher, Bish. of Armath, being to preach at Paules Crosse 
and passing hastily by one of the stationers, called for a Bible, and had 
a little one of the London edition given him out, but when he came to 
looke for his text, that very verse was omitted in the print: which 
gave the first occasion of complaint to the king of the insufferable neg 
ligence, and insufficience of the London printers and presse, and bred 
that great contest that followed, betwixt the univers. of Cambridge 
and London stationers, about printing of the Bibles.” Gross and nu-

The pa 
of the sacred volume, if it rendered their pens more liable to err, se 
to enforce upon them the necessity of still greater scrutiny. On look- 
ing over a monastic catalogue, the first volume that I search for is the 
Bible; and I feel far more disappointment if I find it not there, than 
I do at the absence of Horace or Ovid—there is something so desolate 
in the idea of a Christian priest without the Book of Life—of a minis- 
ter of God without the fountain of trath—that however favorably - 
may be prone to regard them, a thought will arise that the absence 
this sacred book may perhaps be referred to the indolence of the monk- 
ish pen, or to the laxity of priestly piety. But such I am glad to 
was not often the case; the Bible, it is true, was an expensive 
but can scarcely be regarded as a rare one; the monastery was 
poor that had it not, and when once obtained the monks took care to 
speedily transcribe it. Sometimes they only possessed detached por- 
tions, but when this was the case, they generally borrowed of some 
neighboring and more fortunate monastery, the missing parts to tran- 
scribe, and so complete their own copics. But all this did not make the 
3ible less loved among them, or less anxiously and ardently studied ; 
they devoted their days, and the long hours of the night, to the per- 
usal of those pages of inspired truth, and it is a calumny without the 
shadow of foundation to declare that the monks were careless of Scrip- 
ture reading; it is true they did not apply that vigor of thought, and 
unrestrained refigction upon it, which mark the labors of the more 
modern student, nor did they often venture to interpret the hidden 
meaning of the holy mysteries by the powers of their own mind, but 
were guided in this important matter by the works of the fathers. But 
hence arose a circumstance which gave full exercise to their mental 
powers, and compelled the monk, in spite of his timidity, to think a 
little for himself. Unfortunately the fathers, venerable and venerated 
as they were, after all, were but men, with many of the frailties and 
all the fallibilities of poor-human nature; the Pope might canonize. 
them, and the priesthood bow submissively to their spiritual guidance, 
still they remained, for all that, but mortals of dust and clay, and their 
bulky tomes yet retain the swarthiness of the tomb about them, the 
withering impress of humanity. Such being the case, We, who do not 
regard them quite so infallible, feel no surprise at a circumstance which 
sorely perplexed the monks of old, they unchained and unelasped their 
cumbrous “ Works of the Fathers,” and pored over those massy expo- 
sitions with increasing wonder; surrounded by these holy guides, these 
fathers of infallibility, they were like strangers in a foreign ; did 
they fo'low this holy saint they seemed about to forsake the spiritual 
direction of one having equal claims to their obedience ry 
alas! for poor old weak tradition, those fabrications of man’s 
reason were found, with all their orthodoxy, to clash wofull in Serip- 
tural interpretation. Here was a dilemma for the monkish student! 
whose vow of obedience to patristical guidance was thus sorely per- 
plexed ; he read and re-read, analyzed passage after passage, interpreted

Saxon days, we are indebted for the labors of £lfric and his 
whose soul also sympathized with a later age 
portions of the Bible into the vulgar tongue, thus mak- 
e to all classes of the people. To this we are indebted 
that resulted from those various heterodoxies and her- 
sometimes disturbed the Church during the dark ages, but 
wrought much ultimate good, by compelling the thoughts of men 
@well on these important matters. Indeed, to the instability of the 
fathers, as a sure guide, we may trace the origin of all those efforts of 
the human mind which cleared the way for the Reformation, and re- 
lieved man from the shackles of these spiritual guides of the monks. 

But there were many cloistered Christians who studied the Bible 
‘bed by these shadows and doubts, and who, heedless of patris- 
lore and saintly wisdom, devoured the spiritual food in its pure 
uncontaminating simplicity—such students, humble, patient, de- 
voted, will be found crowding the monastic annals, and yielding good 
evidence of the same by the holy tenor of their sinless lives, their Chris- 
tian charity and love. 

But while so many obtained the good title of an “Amator Scriptu- 
rarum,” as the Bible student was called in those monkish days, I do 
not pretend to say that the Bible was a common book among them, or 
that e monk possessed one—far different indeed was the case; a 
copy of the Old and New Testament often supplied the wants of an en- 
tire monastery, and in others, as I have said before, only some detached 
portions were to be found in their little libraries. Sometimes they 
were more plentiful, and the monastery could boast of two or three 

es, besides a few separate portions; and occasionally I have met 

ces where, besides several Biblia Optima, they enjoyed 

brew codices and translations, with numerous copies of the Gospels. 

@ must not forget, however, that the transcription of a Bible was a 
work of time, and required the outlay of much industry and wealth. 
“Brother Tedynton,” a monk of Ely, commenced a Bible in 1396, and 
Was several years before he completed it. The magnitude of the un- 
can scarcely be imagined by those unpractised in the art of 

copying; but when the monk saw the long labor of his pen before 
him and looked upon the well-bound, strong-clasped volumes, with 
their clean vellum folios and fine illuminations, he seemed well repaid 
for his years of toil and tedious labor, and felt a glow of pious pleasure 
as he contemplated his happy acquisition, and the comfort and solace 
which he should hereafter derive from its holy pages. We are not 
, then, that a Bible in those days should be esteemed so val- 

and capable of realizing a considerable sum. The monk, indepen- 

of its spiritual value, regarded it as a great possession, worthy of 
being bestowed at his death, with all the solemnity of a testamentary 
process, and of being gratefully acknowledged by the fervent prayers 
of the monkish brethren. Kings and nobies offered it as an appropriate 
and generous gift, and bishops were deemed benefactors to their church 
by adding it to the library. Onits covers were written earnest ex- 
hortations to the Bible student, admonishing the greatest care in its 
use, and levelling anathemas and excommunicationsupon any who 
should dare to purloin it. For its greater security, it was frequently 
chained to a reading desk, and if a duplicate copy was lent to a neigh- 
monastery, they required a large deposit, or a formal bond, for

its safe return. These facts, while they show its value, also prove how 
it was esteemed among them, and how much the monks loved 
the Book of Lite.

WPiterary Intelligence. 


During some recent repairs of South Burlingham Church, Norfolk, a 
eurious mural painting has been laid bare by the scraping of the walls. The 
subject is Becket’s murder, a very popular one in ancient ecclesiastical edifi- 
e@3 in England. The painting is a fresco, and of much better execution than 

. From the costume in which the figures are represented, it appears 
to have been executed in the reign of Richard IL, the characters, as was the 
practice with our ancestors, and, indeed, throughout Europe in the middle 

being drawn in the costume of the day. Becket is depicted kneeling 

an altar, on which stands a chalice. A cross-bearer, probably the 
faithful attendant, Edward Gryme, holds a processional cross in one hand, 
while the other is held up in horror at the sacrilegious outrage. ‘ Becket, in 
full attire for the mass, is assailed by his murderers, who are all attacking 
him at onee. One stabs the prelate with his sword, another is inflicting a 
gash with the edge of his weapon. Ile is armed also with a shield, charged 
with a bend engrailed between two crescents, all within a bordure engrailed. 















—————SS 
A third figure strikes the victim with an axe, his left hand graspin a dagger. 
This personage, by the bear on his shield, is clearly Fitz-Uree , A fourth 
figure is drawing his sword, a cireular buckler hanging by his side, Two of 
the knights have vizors, and their hauberks of mail show beneath theip 
tightly fitting Jupons, Their feet have long pointed steel sollerets, and their 
hands are defended by gauntlets. The swords are suspended from richly 
ornamented baldricks. It is very plain that the murder of Becket was once 
a very popular representation in our churches. In the church of Preston, in 
Sussex, a wall painting of this subject was discovered some years since, and 
was vaprenetel in fac simile in the “ Archwologia.” It is also represented 
on many medieval seals and rings. A large silver thumbring, with the 
name of Nicholas de Chaddesden, was found in the Thames off Lambeth Pal- 
ace about thirty years ago. It was engraved with a representation of the 
murder of Becket; and an ampulla of lead, apparently, by the costume of 
the figures, about coeval with the event, is stamped with a representation of 
the last scene in the life of the martyr bishop. This object is engraved in the 
second volume of the “ Proceedings of the Society of Antiquaries.” It wag 
probably one of the ampull brought from Canterbury by a pilgrim to the 
shrine of Becket.—Literary Gazette.

The Institute of France held its annual sitting on Thursday, the 14th, in 
Paris, under the Presidency of M. Berenger, President of the Academy of 
Moral and ‘Political Sciences. What is called the Institute, consists of the 
five great Academies of France—Frangaise, Fine Arts, Sciences, Inscriptions 
et Belles Lettres, and Moral and Political Sciences—which during the year 
meet apart, and pursue their respeetive walks with little or no communica- 
tion one with another. The annual meeting’of these learned bodies united 
is generally an affair of great interest, and this year it was not less so than 
usual. But it presented little that calls for special notice. M. Berenger, as 
President, delivered a long harangue, in which he touched on a multiplicity 
of subjects, literary, scientific, economic, governmental, etc. We see that, 
amongst other things, he stated that the different academies are in possession 
of a capital producing 60002. sterling a year, for distribution in prizes, with- 
out counting 12002. which the government gives them to disburse in the 
same way. He said that the Academy of Sciences, in the course of last year, 
received not fewer than 165 manuscript treatises on scientific problems pro- 
posed by it for public competition; the Académie Frangaise a far greater 
number on literary subjects which it proposed; and the Academy of Mora 
and Political Sciences thirty-four, most of them at great length, for a Manua 
of Political Economy for Workmen, which it demanded. And he entered in 
considerable detail into an examination of the recommendations of the differ 
ent Academies, as to the disposal of the prize of 1200/. offered by the Empey 
ror for the new work or discovery best calculated to do honor to the country 
and he stated, with the same detail, the reasons which led the majority 
the delegates of the Academies to award the prize to M. Fizeau, for his im- 
portant and interesting experiments on the rapidity with which light travels. 
A report was then read, announcing the grant of various prizes for philelo- 
gical works; one of the prizes of 48/. was granted to M. Koelle, author of 
grammars (in English) in the Bournou and Vei languages of Africa, and 
another of the same amount to a priest named Boilat, of Senegal, for a gram- 
mar and Dictionary of the Woloff language, also one of Africa. Papers were 
then read by M. Babinet, in the name of the Academy of Sciences, “ On Rain, 
and the Watering of the Terrestrial Globe ;” by M. Coudere, in that of the 
Academy of Fine Arts, “On Coloring ;” and by Viccute de Rougé, in that of 
Inscriptions et Belles Lettres, “On an Egyptian Poem, by a Poet named Pen- 
ta-our, contemporary and favorite of Sesostris.” M. Viennet, as usual, closed 
the business of the day by reading, in the name of the Académie Frangaise, & 
piece of verse of his own composition ; it was entitled “ Epitre 4 un Critique 
sur la Tragédie,” and was an earnest pleading in favor of that form of dra- 
matie composition—a form which has fallen into great disfavor amongst the 
modern French, probably because they have not been able to equal, or even 
to approach, their ancient renown in it —Jdem. 


A grand celebration has just been held in Leipsic, of the jubileum in 
honor of the fiftieth anniversary of the establishment of the house of Brock- 
haus, booksellers and publishers. In commemoration o he event, Henry 
Brockhaus, the head of the firm, has presented a thousand dollars to the 
Schiller foundation, and a thousand dollars to the Institution for Decayed 
Booksellers in Dresden. It is intended to publish an account of the life and 
times of the first Brockhaus, the founder of the house, and from his constant 
and intimate association with all the learned men of Germany of his day, 
is confidently expected that this biography will contain much matter inter 
esting equally to the trade and the public.

The London times is now printed on a press which works off eleven thou- 
sand impressions per hour, requiring twenty-seven men to tend it. The pro- 
rietors of that paper, upon examining Hoe’s Six Cylinder at Lloyd’s and 
re eye-witnesses to its working at the rate of fifteen thousand impressions 
hour, with but seven or eight men (including the engineer and fireman) 
to tend it, wrote their order to Messrs. Hoe & Co. for one Ten Cylinder Press. 
Two or three other offices in London have also given their orders to Messrs. 
Hoe & Co. for printing presses.—Boston Transcript. 


Tue Lrrerary Tastes or New York Apprenrions.—At No. 472 Broadway 
there is kept a library of some 20,000 volumes from which apprentices may 
take books free ; clerks and journeymen, on payment of a dollar a year ; others 
at two dollars. Within a year books have been issued from this library to 
pearly 2,000 persons, and doubtless there are five times the number in the 
city who, if they knew it, would avail themselves of their privileges. About 
one-quarter of the books are not allowed to go out of the library, but the 
apprentice can obtain access to them in a tolerably well-supplied reading- 
room at a penny a week. ‘The collection of current novels is perhaps more 
nearly complete than any other department of the library; nearly two-thirds 
of all the books taken out are novels. The great favorites are Cooper, Mar- 
ryatt, Scott and James; they are nearly equal in the estimation of the ap- 

rentices. Herbert is behind them. Then comes Dickens, especially his 
rnaby Rudge and Oliver Twist; then Sue, Dumas, Lever and Lover. 
Handy Andy, Tom Burke and Charles O’Malley are as much read as the best 
of Scott's. Thackeray’s Vanity Fair is read a good deal, Pendennis consid- 
erably, his other books but slightly. Mr. Van Norden, the Librarian, finds 
it difficult to persuade the boys to read Kingsley’s books ; when they bring 
them back they say they like them, but it is in a very faint voice. Fredrika 
Bremer has had her day with them. Revolutionary stories are ——_e 
popular ; Simms goes well on that account. Abbott’s Napoleon is very mue 
read ; the boys like live fiction better than history. Napier and Alison get 
dusty on the shelves with Miss Edgeworth and Mrs. Sherwood. When Mr. 
Van Norden took charge of the library half a dozen sets of Rollin and Hume 
without a single first volume, with but few second volumes, and the rest un- 
soiled, attested a great many broken resolutions. There is, however, a good 
deal of inquiry for short histories of England and Ireland. Among magazines 
Harpers’ takes the lead; Putnam’s is read considerably, and the Knicker- 
bocker isa favorite. Shakespeare is read astonishingly; nearly all the vol- 
umes of several copies are out most of the time. Scott and Byron are exten- 
sively taken; Burns some; that is about all they care for poetry.—Tribune. 


Samvurt Rocers.—The to all agreeable, to many intoxicating, sensation of 
first seeing oneself in print, was experienced by Rogers in 1781, when he con- 
tributed eight numbers, under the title of Zhe Scribbler, to “The Gentleman’s 
Magazine,”—the same which under the editorship of Sylvanus Urban (Cave), 
was the repository of the earliest efforts of Johnson in the same walk. “He 
told me,” says Boswell, “that when he first saw St. John’s Gate, the place 
where that deservedly popular miscellany was originally printed, he beheld 
it with reverence.” Probably it was Johnsonian influence that gave their 
peculiar form to Rogers's first attempts at authorship ; for the great lexico- 
teat was amongst the idols of his youth. “My friend Maltby and I,” he 
used to relate, “had a strong desire to see Dr. Johnson; and we determined 
We accordingly proceeded to his 
house in Bolt Court; and I had my hand on the knocker, when our courage 
failed us, and we retreated. Many years afterwards I mentioned this cir- 
eumstance to Boswell, who said, ‘ What a pity you did not go boldly in! he 
would have received you with all kindness,’” 

Rogers commonly followed up this anecdote with another of the advice he 
ave, instead of a letter of introduction, to a young friend who was going to 
irmingham, and had a similar desire to see Dr. Parr. The advice was to 

be collected from the result. “Well, what did you do?” was the first ques- 
tion to the traveller on his return. “Exactly as you told me. I knocked 
boldly at the door, and asked for Dr. Parr. I was shown into a parlor on 
the ground-floor by a servant-maid.

On seeing your name upon the door, I could not make up 
x mind to pass the house of the greatest man in Europe without seeing him.

operation, having three thousand engines and producing yearly two hundred 
and seventy million pounds of paper, which, at ten cents per pound, amounts 
to twenty-seven million dollars. The quantity of rags required to produce 
the paper amounts to four hundred and five million pounds, It takes one and 
a quarter pounds of rags to make one pound of paper. The value of these rags 
at four cents per pound is sixteen million two hundred thousand dollars, and 
the cost of labor at one and three quarter cents per pound, amounts to three 
million three hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars. The cost of labor 
and rags united is nineteen million five hundred and seventy-five thousand 
dollars, and the cost of manufacturing, aside from labor and rags, is four 
million and fifty thousand dollars which makes the total cost twenty-three 
million six hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, or manufacturing pa- 
per twenty-seven million dollars, 

Besides the rags gathered at home, the United States imports them from 
twenty-six different countries. The amount imported in 1853 was 
two million seven hundred and sixty-six thousand pounds, worth nine hun- 
dred and eighty-two thousand eight hundred and thirty-seven dollars. I 
is the greatest source of supply, and sends us about one-fifth of the 
amount. In 18538, there were inported from England two million six hun- 
dred and sixty-six thousand and five pounds. 

From these statistics, compared with foreign tables, it will be seen’ that 
the consumption of paper in the United States is equal to that of England 
and France combined. 

Forty years ago, the manufacture of foar thousand small sheets of paper 
was a good day’s work for three men, while now, by the aid of machinery, 
the same number can produce sixty thousand sheets in the same time. It has 
been estimated that the paper produced yearly by six machines, if united in 
one sheet, would encircle the world. Nowhere is paper so much used and valu- 
ed as it is in the United States. In France, with thirty-five million of inhabit- 
ants, only seventy thousand tons of paper are produced yearly, of which one- 
seventh is for exportation. In Great Britain, with twenty-eight million of 
inhabitants, only sixty-six thousand tons are produced; while the United 
States, young, and but little advanced in manufactures, turns out nearly two 
hundred thousand tons—more than the united product of these two great 
commercial countries, 

The imports of paper into New York in the year 1853, amounted to four 
thousand four hundred and eighty-two packages, valued at three hundred and 
forty thousand three hundred and twenty-four dollars, while those of 1854 
were three thousand four hundred and eighteen packages, valued at two 
hundred and fifty-one thousand five hundred and fifty-seven dollars. Of 
stationery for the years 1853-54, there were imported five thousand three hun- 
dred and fifty-seven packages, valued at eight hundred and sixty thousand 
six hundred and twenty-eight dollars. The exports of paper and re 
between July 1, 1853, and June 30, 1854, amounted to one hundred an 
eighty-seven thousand three hundred and twenty-five dollars, and those of 
books and maps during the same period to one hundred and ninety-one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-three. 

To the paper manufacturer, the rapid decrease in the supply of rags is 
alarming; and to remedy this defect, other substances must and will be em- 
ployed. If a proper substitute for rags be discovered, which will keep the 
supply of paper fully up to the demand, it is plain that a great impetus 
will be given to the manufacture of paper.— Zaxchange. 


Tue Fancy Pristers.—Learned themselves, and engaged in printing from 
ancient and classical manuscripts, they were naturally the associates of the 
first literary characters of the time—indeed, in the infancy of — , and 
long afterwards, the occupation was considered highly honorable, 
only undertaken by well-educated persons. It became the glory of the 
learned to be known as correctors of the press to literary printers—physi-+ 
cians, lawyers, bishops, and even popes themselves, oceupied this 
ment; their names were mentioned on the copies as correctors of the press, 
and the editions were valued accordingly. . 

When Sweynheim and Pannartz were invited to set up a press at Rome, 
they were encouraged by all the men of letters there, and the Pope himself 
visited their printing-house, and examined with admiration every branch of 
the new art. The bishop of Aleria furnished them with the most valuable 
manuscripts out of the Vatican and other libraries, and also prepared the 
copy, corrected the proofs, and prefixed dedications and p to their 
works—Peter Cenini of Florence invariably compared and corrected his 
editions of the Classics with the most ancient manuscripts. The Archbishop 
of Tours, in 1496, established the first press in his own at Tours. 
The Spiras, 1469, at Venice, surpassed all other printers in the beauty and 
symmetry of their types and the elegance of their impressions, which render 
their editions admired and esteemed. Yor correctors they had two of the 
most learned men of their age—Christopher Berardus of Pesauro, and George 
Alexandrinus. Zarot of Milan, whose main province was the printing of 
classics, which he executed with extraordinary diligence and a . 
the famous Peter Justin Philelphus, and Stephen Dulcinio, prebend of Seale, 
as his correctors of the press. 

Caxton was highly esteemed, and held a friendly intercourse with two 
men, famous in their day—Tiptoft, Earl of Worcester, and Anthony 
Earl Rivers—as well as with the Duehess of Burgundy, who 
him to continue his translation of the History of Troy, which he afterwards 
printed. Aldus Manutius, whether the descendant of a noble family or the 
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‘gon of a converted Jew, will live in the memory of man so long as there re- 
mains in the world a love of literature, for his patient and unwearied 
aaeity in rescuing the labors of the writers of Greece and of Rome from 
the oblivion of the middie ages, to which object he devoted the best 
of his life and the whole of his fortune. He paid the most sedulous 
to his printing-office, carried on an extensive correspondence with 
e@ literati of Europe, explained the classics to a numerous auditory of 
students, and also found time to compose various works which are charac- 
terized by profound learning. If not the first who set up a Greek press, 
there is no doubt that he evinced great zeal in re-establishing the study of 
this language, ry the number and variety of the Greek authors which he 
we to the public. Conscious that his single labors were inadequate to the 
of literature, he assembled around him a circle of the most learned 
men of the age, formed them into a society, which he called Aldi Neacademia, 
rendered the most essential services to the interests of literature. 
Peter Aleyonius, Marcus Musurus, Demetrius Chaleondylus, and Alexander 
Bondinus, driven from their own country, found refuge with Aldus, and con- 
tributed essentially to the correctness of the editions of his classical works. 
Aldus was deservedly ennobled, as were others of this profession. Philip de 
was of the equestrian order, and the-favorite and confidential 
of the Pope—Nicholas Jansen was made count-jalatine of the Rhine 
—Sixtus Russenger was ennobled by Ferdinand, king of Naples—John Men- 
tiliuas was ennobled by the emperor, Frederic II1.—John Gutenberg also, 
the original inventor of the art, was ennobled by Archbishop Adolphus, the 
elector of Mentz. All of them, being of the higher class, bore arms, and 
many individuals amongst them were distinguished by peculiar marks of the 
favor of the sovereigns in whose times they flourished. This will show what 
influence the profession exercised upon individuals, and at the same time 
mark the influence of the art in promoting the general advantage.— Printing :

Varnisuine Op Booxs.—Regarding the varnishing of old volumes, I think 
that little can be effected by such compositions to preserve leathers: in some 
eases varnish applied to new bindings may pe somewhat to repel the 
action of the atmosphere and deleterious gases, but is also likely to harden 
the leather at the joints, the parts where the greatest action takes place in 
opening a book. 

There is no doubt that old bindings, if in sound condition, may be fur- 
bished up (as bookbinders say) by the application of shell varnish ; though 
the thing most wanting to render the leather supple is an oil or fatty matter 
to e the unction dried out of the skin by the action of time. A com- 

ition to render old hides soft and pliable, without staining or injuring, 
would be a desideratum. 

Much harm is done to leather from the want of ventilation ; books re- 

nire use and air, as may be seen by the condition of the bindings in many 

libraries where there are no readers, or where there are readers and 

but little air. The library of the Atheneum was affected so seriously some 

since from this latter cause (gas and heat), that the backs of calf 
indings fell away, and the leather crumbled upog touching. 

The library ought to have the same attention as the green-house; light, 
air, and equal moisture ought to be imparted to the leaves in either case. 
Light without injury to color, moisture without mildew, and air without 
‘soot, are as necessary to the librarian’s as to the gardener’s charge.—Notes 
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Suetpon, Buaxeman & Co. have recently issued a collection of Sermons, 
by Rev. C. H. Spurgeon, of London, whose preaching has created an extra- 
inary sensation in England and Scotland, and who has but just passed 
the twenty-second year of his age.
